A small improvement 
either way will repay the cost of deed, when 
you can buy n thousand sends of ono sort 
ur a million ot another for that money. 
Plan to hava a good varinty in your gardou, 
oven if you have but ono kind ot field crop. 
A gopd garden will help insure a good, din-' 
nor ovary day through most of tho season, 
if well taken 
oaro of, oven if butehqr 


and grooar refuse 
to trust during tlio 


hard . times. ..And. . if 
they 
do " trust 


they may not liko.to take pay in labor.wliilo 
tho garden will,: and allow good wages, too. 
Souio seeds you. can and .have saved .for 
yourso.lt, Soiiie require such careful hand- 
ling in saving and curing us to bo sure to 
gorminato only when grown arid saved bj 
fln export;, others aro so much bolter for 
being grown upon different soil or., anothoi 
climate thnt-H pays to buy every year; some 
are BO reauy to uiii Mini cross with inferior 
varieties that they can only bo grown puro 
and true to name by those who havo a placo 
to grow them where no oilier sorts aro 
near..

Hake your plana, select your seods and 


send in your orders, so that you may bo 
ready in season for an early spring. 
After 


you got your seed, try them if you, can by 
planting a few in a carefully prepared box 
of earth in the house; then if they prove 
not good you will not waste timo and labor 
by putting thorn in tlio garden soil nnd 
waiting for a crop which will never como. 


OATS AND PEAS.—I£ .you want ouo of the 


most nutritions fotlders sow oats and poas 
together. If heavily seeded on good soil 
the two will yield quite us much per acre as 
if sown separately on an aero each. 
We 


should say that.good seeding would bo two 
bushels of oats and a bushel of peas to tho 
acre. It should be sown early, and it may 
be cut iii June, for soiling cows or horses. 
Then with a good coat of manure ploughed 
in with the stubble, another crop can be 
ssoured from the same land in one season. 
Eoll the ground well .after sowing, so the 
fodder can bo cut with a mower, which is 
easy to do, as the oats support the pens, 
arid neither will .Jodgo until ' riper than is 
necessary for foddec 


WHAT IT DID.—A'few yeara since says a 


llaiiie farmer, I took a piece of wot, rocky 
pasture that produced nothing but Hags anil 
rushes, cleared it from rocks and drained it 
with an open drain, then, plowed ami 
thoroughly pulverized it and seeded it down. 
The first year there was from one to two 
tons of grass per acre. 


CnirtooAi, FOB 
FOWLS.—Thoro is one 


thing which nature does not supply nud 
which civilization, tho Geruiaulowu Tele- 
graph thinks, renders qtiilo necessary to 
fowls.. It is charcoal, iint charcoal made 
of wood does not answer the purpose, it 1ms 
no tnste of food, is not ntlraclivo lo tho 
fowl, and is seldom oalou. 
But if any ono 


will put nn oar of ripe corn into tho Jiro till 
the grains are well charred, and then shell 
off the corn nnd throw it to hia flock, ho 
Will see an eagerness developed and a healthy 
condition brought about which will make n 
decided improvement. All pale combs will 
become a bright red, that busy song which 
precedes laying will bo hoard, and tho aver- 
age yield of eggs will bo greatly increased.

Tho American silk manufacturer known 
that as against tho world-wide renown of 
tho Lyons silks bo . baa yet his reputation 
coinjjBrnlively to make, and Iho best way 
to make it is to outstrip his old established 
rival in excellence. Tho oxtoinmlitm offered 
by Ibel?reri2h silk traders for tlio recent 
deterioration in tho quality of their goods 
ia that within the last uecndo, liuly buyers 
havo beconio so unreasonable in Ihcir de- 
mands that they will buy nothing but what 
seems to 
be of 
tbo most extravagant 


quality, and yel aro unwilling lo pay 
anything but tho most trilling prices for tho 
aamo. Thu rage for 'gros grain' has in- 
duced manufacturers to .throw upon tlio 
market heavily corded silks nt a low price, 
tho conipouant ports of which seem to bo 
ns various iw that broad they nto in Paris 
during the siege, which wns said by one 
who analyzed it to havo ovorylhinp it it- 
even flour. Thu remedy is iu the hands of 
ladies themselves. 
They should rejoo 


cheap ailks which are heavily corded, as i 
is likely jute has entorod into their compo- 
sition; they should observo tho paper iu 
which the piece silk is wrapped; if it looks 
greasy, then tbo silk is oiled. 
As n linal 


precaution, 
they 
should 
demand 
a 


sample, and when '.hey got it homo sub- 
mit it to the test of lii-o, which is in- 
fallible. If silk flames in tho light of a can- 
dle, it has jute in it; if it only smoulders 
it is pure silk. In all cases tho best wear- 
ing silk is n fabric of rather light body, 
closely wovon,nnd tough and leathery to tho 
touch. Tho old-fashioned taffetas was tho 
sort of silk dress onr grandmothers bought, 
and which they wore for years and years 
uncountable, and it ii still possible lo got 
taffetas without the slightest trace of adul- 
teration in it. It is ri silk which is extreme- 
ly well worn, too, especially by young ladies 
in Europe, who would reject tho heavier 
graa grains' ns labelling them among tho 
matronly of their sdx." 


SHAKES IN TUB HDJIAN STOMACH.—A conplo 


of remarkable stories of tho survival of 
snakes in tho human stomach come from 
Iowa and Tennessee. At Dyorvillo, Ia.; a 
lad named Banning' 1ms suffered iivo years 
with increasingly excruciating pains in hip 
stomach, and a sensation as of something 
winding and twisting about his intestines.
